WHEREAS the Board of Supervisors of Hancock County, Iowa and Governor of the State of 

Iowa, have declared a state of emergency caused by the COVID-19 viral pandemic; and 

 

WHEREAS, the Hancock County Treasurer has made attempts to hold the tax sale required 

under Iowa Code 446, and specifically under Iowa Code 446.28, that the June tax sale be held on 

the succeeding month unless good cause is show; and 

 

WHEREAS, due to the ongoing COVID-19 pandemic and the inability to hold either an in-person 

tax sale due to the number of individuals that would be present or online tax sale due to 

technological limitations, good cause is found that the tax sale should be postpone for the month 

of November. 

 

THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED by the Hancock County Board of Supervisors and 

Hancock County Treasurer that good cause exists that a tax sale cannot be held under Iowa Code 

446.28 due to the ongoing COVID-19 pandemic and is postponed for the month of November.
